Dear Editor, 

Since April 13-19 is National 
Victim's Rights Week, I would 
like to take the time to reflect 
of my victimization. _My 
mother, Ella Foy Riley, was 
murdered almost 18 years ago. 
We went through five trials in 
less than four years and numer- 
ous appeals, Willie McNair, 
one of thé co-defendants. in 
Mother’s murder is still on 
death row. We finally made it 
all the way through the US 
Supreme Court with his appeal 
being denied in April 2006. It 
has been two years. You would 
have thought he would have 
been executed by now. But his 
attorneys filed another appeal 
that the lethal injection is cruel 
and inhumane, Federal Judge 
William Keith Watkins has 
granted him a hearing on this. 
The Attorney General’s Office 
requested an execution date on 
May 15, 2007. It is caught up 
in the US Supreme Court ’hear- 
ing the argument of the two 
Kentucky lethal: . injection 
cases, 

Olin Grimsley, the other co- 
defendant received only ROB- 
BERY = charges, 
murder, not even murder, What 
happened to the law of accom- 
plice? He has never stopped fil- 
ing appeals either. I found out 
in February that the Alabama 
Criminal Court of Appeals had 
dénied his appeal where he was 
asking to be reclassified It’s an 
injustice to him. He can’t get 
on work release. If I told all the 
appeals that he: had done, it 
would take up the whole page 
in the paper. It’s unreal what a 
victim of crime has to go 
through. 

I feel like we had the best 
District Attorney to represent 
‘my mother. DA Doug Valeska 
is the best in the state: He is: 
tough on crime. He has stood 
by us. during these past 18 
years. He went to ‘the. parole 
hearing with us-and protested

The Cross of Military Serv 
ice is presented to “those who 


by faithful devotion and patri-: 


otic military service to country 
in time of war have exemplified 
courage and loyalty which re- 
flect honor upon themselves, as 
Well as upon their Confederate 
ancestor.’ The award is madé 
to those who have served inthe 
Armed Forces ‘of the United 
States in time: of war. 

Ben Hur Busbee was, pre- 
sented the WWII Cross of Mil- 
itary Service for his service. in 
the US Navy. Busbee, who at- 
tended school in Elba, joined 
the Navy.in 1938 and was serv- 
ing in the Pacific. 


On’ December ‘75. 1941, -his 
ship, the -USS Honolulu: was 
stationed at-Pearl. Harbor when 
the. Japanese «bombed» “the 
United Stites. Fleet there. Bus 
bee. stood. on the -deck’ and 
Watched as the bonibs hit other 
ships:around him.
